9. (Currently Amended) A parenteral nutrition emulsion composition 
comprising a structured triglyceride, the structured triglyceride comprising a glycerol 
backbone having three fatty acid residues esterified thereto, wherein at least one fatty acid 
residue is selected from the group consisting of C6-C12 fatty acids and active derivatives 
thereof, and at least one fatty acid residue is selected from the group consisting of Cn-Cig 
fatty acids, C20-C22 fatty acids, and active derivatives thereof, wherein the C M -C _is_ fattv acids 
and the C2 n -C2 2 fatty acids include co-3 and (i)-6 fatty acids, optionally in combination with 
(0-9 fatty acids, wherein the 00-6 fatty acids and the (0-3 fatty acids are present in the emulsion 
composition in a ratio of about 7: 1 to about 1:1, w ith the proviso that a C18.C22 co-3 fatty acid 
residue is not present on the same glycerol backbone together with gamma linolenic acid or 
dihomogamma linolenic acid, and further wherein the emulsion composition has a droplet size 
of less than about 1 \jm.

9, comprising from about 9 to about 90% by weight C^-Cu fatty acids based on the weight of 
total fatty acids.

9, comprising from about 40 to about 50% by weight Ce-C^ fatty acids based on the weight 
of total fatty acids. 
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15. (Original) The parenteral nutrition emulsion composition according to claim 
9, comprising from about 9 to about 90% by weight Cn-Cig fatty acids based on the weight of 
total fatty acids. 

16. (Original) The parenteral nutrition emulsion composition according to claim 
9, comprising from about 35 to about 55% by weight C14-C18 fatty acids based on the weight 
of total fatty acids. 

17. (Original) The parenteral nutrition emulsion composition according to claim 
9, comprising from about 1 to about 10% by weight C20-C22 fatty acids based on the weight of 
total fatty acids. 



18. (Original) The parenteral nutrition emulsion composition according to claim 
9, comprising from about 4.5 to about 5.5% by weight C20-C22 fatty acids based on the weight 
of total fatty acids.

20. (Currently Amended) The parenteral nutrition emulsion composition 
according to claim [[19]] 9, wherein the ©-6 fatty acids and the (0-3 fatty acids are present in a 
ratio of about 2 : 1 to about 1.5:1.

28. (Original) The parenteral nutrition emulsion according to claim 9, further 
comprising at least one component selected from the group consisting of surfactants, 
carbohydrates, vitamins, amino acids, trace minerals, osmolality modifiers and water.

(a) about 20% (w/v) structured triglycerides comprising: 

about 40-50% by weight C^-Cn fatty acids based on the weight of total fatty 
acids, wherein the C6-C12 fatty acids comprise 0-5% caproic acid, 20-30% caprylic acid, 
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10-30% capric acid, and 0-5% lauric acid by weight based on the weight of total fatty 
acids; 

about 35-55% by weight C^-Cig fatty acids based on the weight of total fatty 
acids, wherein the Cn-Cig fatty acids comprise 0-5% mystiric acid, 5-30% palmitic acid, 
0-5% palmitoleic acid, 0-5% stearic acid, 10-30%) oleic acid, 10-30%) linoleic acid, and 
5-15%) alpha linolenic acid by weight based on the weight of total fatty acids; and 

about 1-10% C20-C22 by weight fatty acids based on the weight of total fatty 
acids, wherein the C20-C22 fatty acids comprise 1-5% AA, 0-5% EPA, and 1-5% DHA 
by weight based on the weight of total fatty acids, wherein the ratio of co-6 to 00-3 fatty 
acids is about 1 : 1 to about 2:1; 

(b) 1.2%) (w/v) phospholipids; 

(c) 1.8-2.0 mg/1 g of fatty acids alpha tocopherol; 

(d) 0-25 g/L glycerin; and 

(e) water.

about 45% by weight Ce-Cu fatty acids based on the weight of total fatty 
acids, wherein the Ce-Cu fatty acids comprise 2.5% caproic acid, 30% caprylic acid, 
10%) capric acid, and 2.5% lauric acid by weight based on the weight of total fatty 
acids; 

about 50% by weight C14-C18 fatty acids based on the weight of total fatty 
acids, wherein the C14-C18 fatty acids comprise 10% palmitic acid, 2.5% stearic acid, 
15% oleic acid, 16% linoleic acid, and 7% alpha linolenic acid by weight based on the 
weight of total fatty acids; and 

about 5% by weight C20-C22 fatty acids based on the weight of total fatty 
acids, wherein the C20-C22 fatty acids comprise 1.5%AA, 1.5% EPA, and 1.5% DHA by 
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weight based on the weight of total fatty acids, wherein the ratio of co-6 to 03-3 fatty 
acids is 1.75;

68. (New) The parenteral nutrition emulsion composition of claim 3 1 , wherein 
the C14-C18 fatty acids and the C20-C22 fatty acids include co-9 fatty acids in combination with 

the co-3 and co-6 fatty acids. 
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
